Brennan Runs Away. 


Brennan, running on a wringing’ 

wet platform, jumped into: an 8 to 
1 lead over the nearest of his two 
opponents on the first ballots count- 
ed, maintained his advantage as his 
count progressed and early in the 
evening had won easily. 
On the basis of returns from 1,883 
of the States 6,053 precincts Smith’ 
had a majority over McKinley of 
more than 45,000 votes. The vote 
was Smith 201,051, McKinley 156.,- 
211. The down-State vote from 908 
precincts showed Smith leading, 
106,603 to 88,078, while 975 pre- 
cincts in Cook county (Chicago) 
gave Smith 94,448 and McKinley 
67,133. 

Brennan had piled up 88,375 
votes in 1,641 precincts compared 
to less than 12,000 for the nearest 
of his two opponents.

Herrin, Ill., April 13.—Eight- 
een men have been shot to death 
in Herrin’s klan and antiklan 
battles which came in the wake 
of the Herrin massacre, in which 
twenty-one men were murdered.

Thus far the score of 
death is ten klansmen, seven 
antiklansmen. No one has been 
convicted of any of the deaths.

-1924, when a_ klansman-con- 
stable was killed. On May 24, 
1924, an antiklansman was 
killed when police attempted to 
arrest him. August 30, 1924, 
Sheriff Galligan’'s men clashed 
with klansmen and five klans- 
men and one opponent were shot 
dead. On January 25, 1925, S.

$12,000 Blaze Reddens 
Sky and Draws Throng 
to Jam Blocks. 


FANS ARE BLAMED; 
4 ALARMS SOUNDED 


Baseball Grandstand Roof Is 
Burned; Mules Saved; 
Hyattsville Sends Aid. 


More than 20,000 persons last 
night witnessed a spectacular four- 
alarm fire that caused approx!i- 
mately $12,000 damage to the lum- 
ber yard of the Ejisinger Co., at 
Sixth and W streets northwest, and 
burned a small portion of the roof 
and superstructure of the grand- 
stands at the Clark Griffith sta- 
dium. 

Sparks caused small blazes in 
the J. Frank Kelly lumber yard a 
few feet away, where more than a 
million feet of lumber, valued at 
$100,000 is stored. These were 
extinguished by a volunteer bucket 
brigade. 

The crowd was so dense and in- 
terfered to such an extent with the 
activities of the firemen that _ re- 
serves from all nearby precincts 
were called to the scene, and eight 
members from Company F of the 
121st Engineers, District National 
Guard, were pressed into service. 


Cigarettes Are Blamed. 


Cigarette stumps thrown into the 
lumber yard from the grandstands 
at the baseball park, where the 
opening game between Washington 
and Philadelphia took place yester- 
day, were believed to be the cause 
of the blaze. 

The blaze was discovered ‘by col- 
ored residents in the vicinity short- 
ly after 9:15 o ‘eleck last night. The 
first alarm was turned in at 9:20 
and the second a few minutes later. 
The third and fourth alarms, bring- 
ing out. nearly four-fifths of. the 
city’s fire apparatus, was turned in 
shortly after the arrival of the com- 
panies answering the second alarm. 

Four buildings where old lumber 
was stored burned like tinder. 
Shortly after the blaze was discoy- 
ered, the skies were illumined, peo- 
ple as far out as Kensington and 
Hyattsville, Md., believing the 
downtown portion of the city on fire. 

A company of the Hyattsville vol- 
unteer fire department hurried to 
the fire, but their apparatus was not 
pressed into service. 


Crowd Ties Up Streets. 


TraffiC on Seventh street was 
blocked as far south as Rhode Is- 
land avenue, while both east and 
westbound traffic on Florida 
avenue from Eleventh to Third 
streets northwest was tied up ‘for 
more than half an hour. 

Georgia’ avenue from Florida 
avenue to Barry place northwest 
was jammed with more than 10,000 
persons. The crowd became s0 
curious that lines had to. be 
stretched from the baseball park’s 
main entrance to the scene of the 
fire. 

Walter G. Eisinger, president of 
the Eisinger Co., arrived at the 
scene shortly after the fire was 
discovered. He declared the plant, 
whch does a great deal of. mill 
work, was valued at $30,000. 
None. of the machinery was dam- 
aged. Eight mules were led from 
the stables, next to the burning 
building, by colored employes who 
lived in the vicinity. 

Ben Marshall, in charge of ths 
stables, led the Eisinger mules to 
safety and then. broke into the 
stables of the J. Frank Kelly lum-

Chief Cause of Arrests.

In March the | 
total leaped to more than 11,000. | 
It was calculated that this rate, it | 
continued, would result in 110,000 | 
persons, or nearly one-fourth of | 
the city’s population being arrested | 
during the year. Of the total num- 
ber of March defendants, 6,900 
were arrested for traffic offenses. 

“There is something clearly out 
of order when one-fourth of the 
population is atrested,” said Com- 
missioner Cuno H. Rudolph. “The 
idea is not to be entertained that 
such a proportion of our people are 
lawbreakers.”’ 

“Tf laws increase at such a rate 
as to put large proportions of the 
citizens in the criminal class, demo- 
cratic government is being under- 
mined,’’ was the comment of Engi- 
meer Commissioner J. Franklin 
Bell. 

The monthly digest of arrests 
issued by the police department 
last week showed that of the 6,900 
traffic arrests nearly one-third 
were for parking at night without 
lights and nearly a third were for 
overtime parking. These two 
classes of cases alone constituted 
40 per cent of all arrests, including 
even those for other than traffic 
violations. ; 

Maj. Hesse’s comment on the 
action of the commissioners was to 


away with a large proportion of 
the overtime parking arrests by 
banning all parking on congested 
business streets during business 
hours, 

He recently proposed to Maj. 
Hesse that policemen issue cards of 
warning to first offenders of park- 
ing with no light, overtime parking 
and dirty lMcense tags, making a 
record against the offenders in the 
police traffic bureau, but not ar- 
resting them. Maj. Hesse rejected 
the card proposal, saying he did 
not want a “rogue’s gallery” of 
motorists kept in the traffic bureau.

CALLS THIRD PRESIDENT 


John W. Davis and Gov. Alfred 
Smith Are Absent, but 
Send Messages. 


Gov. Albert C. Ritchie of Mary- 
land, who is regarded as a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination 
for President in 1928, delivered a 
ringing address against the prohibi- 
tion law at the Jefferson day dinner 
at the Mayflower hotel last night. 

The Maryland executive precipi- 
tated a demonstration resembling 
a national convention scene. Meas- 
uring his words, he said: 

“IT care not whether I am in ths 
majority or the munority. Even 
were I a minority of one, still in 
the name of temperance and of in- 
dividual freedom, I would oppose 
and protest against that law.’’ 

The dinner, which was to cele- 
brate the 183rd anniversary of the 
birth of Thomas Jefferson, was 
given under the auspices of the 
Thomas Jefferson League, Inc. Not 
all of the 500 persons in attendance 
applauded Gov. Ritchie when he 
made his pronouncement on prohi- 
bition. A prominent leader of the 
Democratic party held his hands in 
his lap. 


Davis and Smith Absent. 


John W. Davis, Democratic 
standard bearer in the last presi- 
dential race, and Gov. Al Smith, of 
New York, both ‘‘possiblities’’ in 
the 1928 contest, were unable to at. 
tend the dinner. Each sent mcs- 
sages praising the principles of 
Thomas Jefferson. 

Gov. Ritchie was introduced by 
the toastmaster, Henry E. Davis, as 
the one man today who typifies the 
spirit of Thomas Jefferson. 

“It is in the fleld of human con- 
duct and morals,”’ said Gov. Ritchie, 
“that the greatest difficulties lie in 
maintaining the Jeffersonian ideas 
of freedom and toleration. 

‘‘Witness the fateful issue of pro- 
hibition. Those who advocate this 
as a great moral issue are prone to 
denounce those who differ from 
them as lacking in regard for law 
and order—are prone even to pin 
the badge of treason upon them. 
They argue, those good people, that 
all good men should be of one 
mind—and that mind theirs. They 
do not see that an age-long issue of 
individual temperance has at last 
become an issue of political lib- 
erty.’’ 


Answers Critics. 


After saying he would oppose the 
law even though he were a “‘minor- 
ity of one,’’ Gov. Ritchie declared: 

‘'To those who question my right 
to do this, I summon the memory 
of Thomas Jefferson, when he de- 
manded the first article of our bill 
of rights as a shield against in- 
tolerance and as a sword for the 
conquest of liberty, and I ask, by 
what right would you abridge my 
freedom of speech against a law I 
oppose and my right to petition my 
government for a redress of the 
anima I believe are caused by 
eo 

“Thanks to prohibition and to 
the war’s aftermath and to new- 
born conception of law, we are 
fighting the old issue of human 
freedom over again-—-freedom of 
speech, freedom of the press, free- 
dom of the individual, freedom from 
intolerance, freedom for the sav- 
ing power of truth.’’ 

Gov. Ritchie was scheduled to 
speak on “Jefferson on the Free- 
dom of the Press.’”’ No man, he 
said, was ever so bitterly attacked 
by the newspapers as was Jefferson. 
Yet, he declared, Jefferson had once 
said that ‘‘were it left to me to de- 
cide whether we should have a gov- 
ernment without newspapers or 
hewspapers without a government, 
I should not hesitate a moment to 
prefer the latter.’’ 


“Keep Press Free." 

Gov. Ritchie declared that the 
press ‘‘should be kept free—tfree 
even to abuse its freedom.”’

The United States railway labor 
board is to remain intact for the 
present. It was officially announced 
‘at the White House yesterday that 
three members whose terms expire 
tomorrow will probably be reap- 
pointed. They are Ben W. Hooper, 

hairman, representing the public; 

1. L. McMenimen, representing the 
labor group, and Samuel Higgins, 
representing the railway executives. 

This action of the President is 
taken so that this body, admittedly 
discredited by both the  brother- 
hoods and the management of the 
transportation systems of the coun- 
try, shall remain in existence and 
function until the proposed media- 
tion board created by the so-called 
Tailway peace bill receives the ap- 
proval of the Senate. It is on the 
calendar, to be taken up after the 
disposition of the Italian debt and 
the public buildings bill, and offi- 
cials familiar with the situation in- 
Sisted last night that it will pass 
the Senate within the next fort- 
night. 

The labor board has fought the 
railway bill and has been assisted 
in its efforts by the National Asso- 
‘ciation of Manufacturers and cer- 
tain farm organizations. For a time 
last week the situation seemed 
rather critical, buf the influence of 
the organized railway brotherhoods 
has been exerted to its limit, with 
the result that at the present time 
all indications are that the bill, in- 
dorsed by the majority of the trans- 
portation systems and the entire or- 
ganized groups of the railway work- 
ers, seems now certain of passage. 


Opponents Use Strategy. 


-The efforts to defeat the bill have 
been marked by a fine degree of 
strategy. A determined effort was 
made by the opponents of the bill 
to withdraw the name of Chairman 
Hooper from consideration. He 
Was urged to quit in the interest of 
sontinuing the existing board, the 
plan being that a leading official of 
the farmers’ organization would be 
named his successor. 

The suggestion was to have Presi- 
dent Coolidge substitute for Chair- 
man Hooper Oscar E. Bradfute, 
former president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, of Ohio, 
who it was thought would have suf- 
ficient influence to place the entire 
agricultural strength of the country 
behind the railway labor board 
and thus insure its continuance 
and defeat of the railway bill. This 
plan failed chiefly because Chair- 
man Hooper, while insisting that it 
made no personal difference to him 
whether he was reappointed or not, 
pointed out that his record as an 
wfficial was at stake, and that if he 
deserved a reappointment then it 
-was up to the President personally 
to decide. 

President Coolidge is compelled 
to renominate or replace the three 
members whose terms expire to- 
morrow, because the law makes 
their terms expire by limitation and 
they do not hold over until their 
successors qualify, as is the case in 
the majority of presidential ap- 
pointments. It was emphasized 
rather pointedly. yesterday in offi- 
cial circles that the construction 
placed on this reappointment—that 
the executive felt there was a pos- 
sibility that the peace program 
would not go through the Senate— 
Was entirely unwarranted. Mr. 
Coolidge, it is said, has been con- 
vinced that the great majority of 
the railway men and their employ- 
ers believe that this bill, if made 
law, will be a tremendous factor in 
the continuation of railroad tran- 
quillity, and because of this he is 
doing all that he properly can to 
have its passage expedited. 


Power Better Defined. 


The board of mediation created 
under it is made up of five members, 
instead of the nine now composing 
the railway labor board and their 
power is far better defined than is 
that of the present board whose 
existence has been marked with 
serious trouble, and whose authority 
has been flouted by many of the 
larger roads, especially the Penn- 
sylvania.

Meyer, whose term does not expire 
until 1931, there is a general be- 
lief in official circles that if Penn- 
sylvania is to have the recognition 
implied in the Coolidge statement, 
Mr. Esch, a noted railway expert 
and coauthor of the Esch-Cummins 
bill, probably will have to be sacri- 
ficed.

The committee agreed yesterday 
to conduct the inquiry at the in- 
stance of Representative Gibson, of 
Vermont. 
the commissioner's practice have 
demonstrated the necessity of the! 
veterans’ committee acting imme- | 
diately, he declared. 

It was Mr. Gibson who precipi- 
lated the original attack on the 
commissioner which was taken up 
by Representative Blanton, of 
Texas. 

It is the plan ot Representative 
Royal Johnson, of South Dakota. 
chairman, to hold the inquiry to 
hearing two officials from the vet- 
erans’ bureau, who will submit re- 


. ports of a survey recently made of 


the veterans’ guardianship. The 
committee has already determined 
that a change of some kind is 
necessary, and because of this, Mr. 
Johnson does not want the inquiry 
to go to -the extent of developing 
publicly the abuses which have 
taken place. 


Full Inquiry Sought. 


Some members of the committee, 
however, want a full inquiry and 
there is little doubt but that Rep- 
resentative Rankin, of Mississippi, 
will lead a determined fight to 
prevent halting of the inquiry 
under Mr. Johnson’s plan. 

The meeting of the House Dis- 
trict committee today. is full of 
combustibles. There are resolutions 
pending for the committee to make 
an investigation of the commis- 
sion, but Mr. Blanton is prepared 
to fight them on the ground that 
such an inquiry can result only in 
a fizzle. Mr. Blanton has an “ace 


~» in the hole”’ to show if the commit- 


's the guardians’ 


tee trys to ‘‘take the inquiry away 
from him.”’ 


No Separate Investigation. 


Members of the committee have 
been informed. however, that the 
House rules committee does not 
Plan to authorize a separate in- 
vestigation, but Mr. Blanton has 
made known that if a proper in- 
vestigating committee does not 
materialize, he will move for Mr. 
Fenning’s impeachment. This move 
will get an inquiry by the judiciary 
committee, which recently voted to 
impeach Federal Judge English.

to Corporation at $72; Now 
Sell at About $50. 


New York, April 13 (By A. P.).— 
Charges that W. B. Ward, baking 
magnate, had improperly used more 
than $8,000,000 of the General Bak- 


ing Corporation’s funds to finance 
personal dealings .in its stock were 
followed today by a counteraccusa-~- 
tion that an investigation by a spe- 
cial stockholders’ committee mere- 
ly represented an attempt by Will- 
iam Deininger, former head of.the 
corporation, to regain control. 

The committee, asking that it be 
empowered to take action against 
the corporation’s directors and of- 
ficers, asserted that Mr. Ward and 
the Ward Securities Corporation 
had turned back to the General 
Baking treasury 119,900 shares of 
class A stock for which they were 
paid $8,547,935. These transac- 
‘tions, it was said, were made with- 
| out the knowledge or approval of 
ithe board of directors until April 6, 
when a resolution ratifying them 
was adopted. 

After the Ward holdings had been 
unloaded on the corporation at an 
average price of almost $72 a share 
the class A stock broke . sharply 
on the curb market and today 
reached a new low level for the 
‘year at $44.50 before rallying to 
around $50. 


Consolidation Blocked. 


Ward's activities, the committee 
‘indicated. were made possible by 
‘his acquisition of a controlling in- 
'terest in the General Baking Cor- 
|poration, which he proposed to use 
as a nucleus for a $400,000,000 
merger involving the Ward Baking 
and Continental Baking Corpora- 
tions. The consolidation was never 
effected and subsequent plans to 
form a $2,000,000 Ward Food 
Products Corporation were thwart- 
ed by Federal action. 

The General Baking Corporation, 

however, absorbed the old General 
Baking Co. and Ward was said to 
have dictated the election of Paul 
H. Helms as president, J. W. Rum- 
bough as vice president and R. E. 
Peterson as treasurer. Rumbough 
and Peterson, the committee al- 
leged, paid out the corporation’s 
money to the Ward Securities Cor- 
poration with the approval of 
President Helms. 
Questioning the legality of these 
rtransactions, counsel for the com- 
mittee requested directors of the 
General Baking Corporation to 
rescind the resolution ratifying the 
purchase of the Ward stock, to pro- 
cure the resignations of the in- 
dividuals who participated in the 
disbursement of $8,547,936 in the 
deal and to take'steps to recover the 
money.

New York, April 13.—The great- 
er part, but not all, of the previous 
gession’s losses were recovered in 
today’s stock market trading after 
early irregularity. The rather gen- 
éral rally was coincident’ with a 
somewhat easier tone in the money 
market, but the improvement did 
not set in until the afternoon, and 
prices had experienced a further 
irregular reaction in the forenoon.
